Councils  Need  Parents

about  the  schools  than  what 
your  child  may  or  may  not  tell 
you,  the  best  way  is  to  join  one 
of  four  Communication  Coun- 
cils • Osgood.  Deer  Hill. 
Junior  or  Senior  High 

Individual  councils  meet 
monthly  with  their  school  prin- 
cipals to  exchange  ideas, 
make  suggestions  and  discuss 
school  programs  and  prob- 
lems. Parents  serving  on  the 
councils  gain  first  hand  infor 
mation  concerning  school  pro- 
grams while  becoming  better 
acquainted  with  the  adminis- 
tration and  staff. 

Specific  activities,  in  addi- 
tion to  regularly  attending 
meetings,  might  include  plan- 
ning open  house  functions, 
assisting  with  volunteer  prt^- 
grams.  preparing  newsletters 
and  serving  on  various  sub- 
committees as  such  needs 
arise. 

Hach  council  is  composed  of 
three  to  five  members  for  each 
grade  level.  The  by-laws  pro- 
vide for  a consecutive  two- 
year  term,  thus  ensuring  par- 
ticipation by  more  people. 
Therefore,  each  year  at  least 
one  half  of  each  council's 
membership  is  lost  due  to 
expiration  of  terms.  We  are 
now  looking  for  interested 
parents  to  fill  these  vacancies. 
The  need  is  particularly  great 
at  the  Senior  High  which  has 
had  a high  rate  of  attrition. 
Those  who  have  served  on  a 
council  may  again  be  eligible 
after  a year's  absence.
